Kaiser, on 55th Birthday, 
Feels the Pinch of Poverty. 
While the German people will take 


a day off from their labors to sing 
“Hoch der Kaiser’—or attend social- 
istic meetings—today, Emperor Wil- 


liam is not likely to be very happy on 
this, the fifty-fifth anniversary of his 
birth, In the first place, the pesky 
socialists are very busy and constantly 
gaining in numbers, and Emperor Wil- 


first time, experienced how sharper 
than a snake's Incisor it is to rear a 
thankless chee-ild. Thirdly, and far 
from being least of his troubles, Wil- 
helm is feeling the high cost of living. 
During the past year of his reign the 
emperor's expenditures have mounted 
up at an alarming rate, and have sur- 
passed those of any previous year of 
his reign. The marriage of his only 
daughter, the entertainment of King 
George and the Czar and their large 
suites, and the festivities Incident to 
the jubliee of his reign, put a crimp 
of at least a million dollars in Wil- 
helm's pocket money, Indeed, Christ- 
mas found the kaiser so pinched that 
he could afford only $10,000 for presents 
for his various relatives. 

Most people could manage to struggle 
along on the kaiser’s income, however, 
for his civil list amounts to $4,800,000 
a year, and the empire act of grace 
gives him $700,000 more, while his in- 
vestments In various commercial en- 
terprizes at home and abroad adds 
eonsiderably to the sum. It is esti- 
mated that his income is in the neigh- 
borhood of six millions a year, and yet 
he is complaining bitterly of the 
poverty that is dogeing his footsteps, 
and threatens to sell another of his 
three-score palaces in order to relieve 
the strain. In the meantime, it is 
estimated that no less than a hundred 
thousand workmen in Berlin are out 
of employment and are deprived of 
everything but the barest necessities 
of existence, The emperor has often 
declared his inability to understand 
why so many Germans should want to 
substitute a socialistic republic for the 
benign rule of “me und Gott.” . The 
kaiser’s income of six millions a year, 
and the spectacle of hundreds of thou- 
sands dwelling in direst poverty, might 
be connected as cause and effect by 
some fanatical and anarchistic ob- 
servers, 

While the kaiser’s birthday is a legal 
holiday throughout the empire, very 
few now spend the day in singing the 
praises of the emperor, or in praying 
for him in the churehes. — Socialistic 
meetings are a feature of the holiday. 
Earlier in his reign the emperor was 
highly indignant at such manifesta- 
tions of lese majestie, and ordered the 
speakers sent to jail. Nowadays the 
prisons and jails of the whole empire 
ure not large enough to hold a small 
part of those who observe the kaiser’s 
birthday by advocating his overthrow, 
and the kalser has given it up as a 
hopeless jab. The kaiser. now seeks to 
conciliate the disciples of Marx, but 
there is little doubt that when the

Samuel Gompers, who was recently 
re-elected president of the American 
federation of labor for a 33rd term, 
was born in Epgland 64 years ago to- 
day. The federation of which he has 
so long been the virile leader is com- 
posed of 118 international and national 
unions of the United States and 
Canada, and represents about 27,000 
local unions with ai total pald member- 
ship of two million men and women, 
The general of this great labor army 
was the son of a cigarmaker, and after 
coming to America, at the age of 13, 
took up his father’s trade. He became 
a union member at 15. He was one of 
the founders of the American federa- 
tion of labor, and has been its president 
since 1882, 


Centenary of Weaver's Son 
Who Became a Philosopher. 


One hundred years today the 
world lost one of its greatest thinkers 
in the death of Johann Gottlieb Fichte. 
Germany has produced many of the 
foremost modern philcsophers, but few 
among them stand higher than Fitche. 
Millions of people all over the globe 
who have never heard his name have 
been and are influenced by his teach- 
ings. An idealist and transcendental- 
ist, his hend was often in the clouds, 
but his feet were always on the firm 
earth. In the midst of mysteries, he 
never throw away his reason 

Fichte was the son of a poor weaver, 
and in his youth followed the same 
trade. A noble,, the Baron of Militz 
saw that the lad possessed the germs 
of genius, and provided for his edu- 
cation.. Fichte studied theology for 
several years, and for a decade follow- 
ing made a precarious living as a 
tutor. At the age 8f 36 he became 
acquainted with the philosopher Kant,

Fichte’s first published work was a 
pamphlet entitled, “Review of All Re- 
velations.” This was followed by a 
work on the French revolution. About 
this time he met Goethe, and the poet 
secured for him a professorship at the 
university of Jona, It was there that 
lichte published a work setting forth 
the fundamental doctrines of his philo- 
sophical system, “On the Idea of a 
General Theory of Knowledge.” Within 
the next few years he completed and 
matured his system, which was a sort 
of conclusion to the system of Kant. 
He taught that the mind is superior to 
and above the world of experience, that 
life is to be interpreted, not by the ob- 
jective, but by the subjective, and that 
the inner-self-consciousness is more to 
be depended upon than the logic of the

After leaving Jona Fichte went to 
Berlin, where his philosophy soon gain- 
ed a numerous following. He was one 
of the most powerful and conspicuous 
of anti-Napoleonic ayitators. While 
the French conquorers were in Berlin 
he, Fichte, delivered his “Address to 
the German Nation,” which is still ad- 
mired as a monument of the most in- 
tense patriotism. In the battles of 
1818 for the delivery of Germany from 
French oppression, Fichte’s wife serv ‘d 
as a hospital nurse. In these labors 
she contracted typhus, and, although 
she recovered, Fichte, who had taken 


the disease, succumbed to it, being then 


only 52. 


On the practical side, Fichte not only | 
helped to inspire the German people to} 


rise against the oppressor, but he was 4a 
foe of the divine right of kings, ad- 
vocated the sanctity of popular rights, 
and was urgent in his appeals for the 
{introduction of universal popular edu- 
cation,
